Changes Noticed In Farmer's "Public Image" 


Guest speaker at the annual 
luncheon-meeting of the Vulcan 
District Chamber of Commerre on 
Tuesday, held in conjunction with 
the agricultural short course, was 
Reuben Hamm, well known farm 
director of CHCT-TV, Calgary, and 
secretary of the Alberta Hereford 
Association. He was introduced by 
Clarence Roth, District Agricul¬ 
turist. 

In his enjoyable address, Mr. 
Hamm dwelt on the topics “Popu¬ 
lation Explosion” and "Image Buil¬ 
ding" in relation to the Canadian 
farmer. 

The world population, which has 


now three billion, will again double 
in the next 40 years, he said, and 
in the 21st century could reach 
the figure of 50 billion. 

The greatest population increase 
is, of course, in countries already 
overpopulated and short of food 
and the need for space to contain 
the human population inevitably 
means a decrease in the amount 
of land devoted to the growing of 
grains and animals for food use. If 
this population explosion continues, 
stressing of quality will be forgot¬ 
ten and the quantity of food pro¬ 
duced will become more Important 


On “Image Building,” Mr. Hamm 
asked "What is the state of the 
farmer's public relations image?” 

The farmer’s image in the pub¬ 
lic eye is changing, said the 
speaker, and the farmer himself 
through his association with town 
and city dwellers can do much to 
influence the new image that is 
now taking form. The popular 
mental image of a farmer used to 
be of an Individual in ragged over¬ 
alls, wearing a straw hat and 
holding a straw in his mouth. But 
now the farmer dresses pretty well 
the same as the townsman does, 


associations, reads the same news¬ 
papers, listens to or watches the 
same programs and is subject to 
the same influences and trends as 
the town or city dweller. 

As a member of a minority 
group, his special interest in agri¬ 
culture is no longer catered to as 
it once was (one example of this 
being the dropping of special farm 
programs by most radio stations). 
His public image is now not too 
much different from that of a 
town or city businessman, because 
farming is becoming more and 
more of a business each year.

Liquor Law Reform In Manitoba 

According to the Winnipeg Tribune, the Manitoba 
government plans to allow advertising of beer and 
wine following a change in the law at this session of 
the legislature. There are many reasons for such a 
change. 

First, there has been a general desire for more 
uniform legislation across Canada. Ontario, for ex¬ 
ample, allows such advertising on radio and televi¬ 
sion; but a network, originating in the East, must 
stop at the Manitoba border if sponsored by a brew¬ 
ery. The Board of Broadcast Governors, which re¬ 
gulates all broadcasting, allows such advertising 
under a set of rigid restrictions — and no doubt 
would dearly love to see all provinces accept the same 
kind of regulation, so that there can be more orderly 
network broadcasting. Otherwise, Manitobans stand 
to miss out on important sports events, including 
football, which has become so popular. 

Even more important, in the eyes of the govern¬ 
ment, must have been the glaring fact that alcohol¬ 
ism has been hitting hard in the far northern points, 
where they are not exposed to such advertising. Ap¬ 
parently advertising and abuse of liquor are not re¬ 
lated, so the advertising restrictions have benefited 
only the outside publications. Indeed, they have creat¬ 
ed an artificial situation, 90 that it is difficult to get 
to the root of the problem. By treating the sale and 
use of alcoholic beverages more like normal busi¬ 
nesses, abuse can be isolated and they will then no 
doubt step up their excellent educational program. 
This might well be one of the reasons why the an¬ 
nouncement about advertising was tied to another 
announcement regarding increase in price. 

Certainly the government shows courage in tak¬ 
ing this step. Politically, it is a sensitive matter, from 
which politicians often hide. In this case, it seems, 
the government is of the opinion that if it does what 
it believes to be sensible and timely, it will not suffer 
for it in the long run.

The Citizen Does Have Rights 

A man arrested and charged with a driving of¬ 
fence, says The Financial Post, is not obliged to an¬ 
swer any incriminating questions. Except if asked 
about accidental property damage he need not say a 
word, to the police or in court. He cannot be com¬ 
pelled to take a lie detector test or any other kind 
of test. He is entitled while in custody, to consult his 
lawyer. 

A Toronto magistrate recently protested loudly 
that the press was informing citizens of their rights. 
He even hinted to a prisoner that, if he had not 
known about and had not stood on his rights, he 
might have fared better at the court’s hands. This is 
appalling. There may be, as a former British Attorney 
General has said, a case for experimenting with 
Europe’s inquisitorial system. Under this system a 
prisoner, with the advice of counsel, may be interro¬ 
gated by a magistrate or judge before his trial. 

But adoption of this plan would involve a com¬ 
plete revamping of our criminal law and procedure. 
Until this happens, it is the duty of the press to point 
out the rights every citizen now enjoys; and it is his 
privilege to exercise them. The suggestion that these 
rights should and must be eroded, whittled away and 
set at naught by police inquisition, rough-house police 
tactics and pressure from the bench is perverse and 
outrageous. If our methods need to be reformed, this 
is not the way to do it. The Toronto magistate could 
not have climbed further out on the wrong limb of 
the law.
